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NEW YORK. July 15 (R). — 

Full . power supplies ret ur ned 
slowly and uncertainly to New 
York city today after a total 
bta 9 kout which paralysed the 
nation’s biggest metropolis. 

.The 10 million New Yorkers, 
who had sweltered without air 
conditioners or lights as loot- 
ers rampaged through sections 
of the city, were left won- 
dering how it had happened. 

Mayor Abraham Beanie an- 
grily accused Consolidated Edi- 
son, suppliers of the city’s elec- 
tricity, of “gross negligence”, 
but company chairman Charles 
Luce blamed a “peculiar series 
of events." 

The city was plunged into 
darkness on Wednesday night 
when a big electric generator, 
called “Big Allis”, faded thro- 
ugh overloading at a time of 
peak demand during a thunder- 
storm. 

One policeman in Brooklyn 
said the destruction was like 
Berlin after the allied bomb- 
ing of World War II - - but 
there was little prospect of an 
economic renaissance of New

The blackout, far more trau- 
matic in terms of lawlessness 
than the last big power failure 
of 1965, was also a sobering 
reminder to New Yorkers of 
their dependence on 'electricity. 

With trains unable to run whi- 
le traffic jams piled up in the 
absence of traffic lights, in ad- 
dition to lights and air-condi- 
tioners, New-Yorkers had to do 
without their electric elevators 
stoves, refrigerators, toasters, 
coffee-makers or typewriters,

A Jordanian , who was arres- 
ted on Wednesday confessed 
that he had established a si- 
milar sect in the town of Na- 
blus in the Israeli-held West 
Bank, the mass-circulation ne- 
wspaper A1 Akhbar reported 
today.

Large uantities of arms such 
as raachlneguns, pistols, and 
ammunition were seized at the 
flats where the sect members 
were hiding, the newspaper ad- 
ded. 

The latest police raids in two 
Nile Delta governo rates led to 
the arrest of 30 leading sect 
members, the newspaper said. 

- But the search for a former 
police officer Involved in the 
kidnapping and later murdering 
of the former cabinet minister 
Dr. Mohammad Hussein Zahabi. 
was still under way 12 days 
after the Incident happened.

According to Con Ed of- 
ficials, its supply system be- 
came overloaded after lightning 
from the thunderstorm on We- 
dnesday forced a power plant 
at Buchanan, north of New 
York city, to close down. 

In an effort to reduce the 
load, the company reduced vol- 
tage twice - - by five per cent 
and by three per cent -- and 
then deliberately cut off the su- 
burban towns of Yonkers, 
Mount Vernon and Ebnsford. 

But this proved insufficient 
and at 21,34 local the “Big Al- 
lis" generator in New York ci- 
ty failed, switching off the city. 


BEIRUT, July 15 (Agencies) — 
President Elias Sarkis and Pal- 
estinian leaders today agreed 
to set up a permanent coordi- 
nating committee to settle diff- 
iculties in relations between 
the Palestinians and Lebanese, 
an informed Palestinian sour- 
ce said here. 

The source said President 
Sarkis held a two-hour meeting 
today with Fateh Central Com- 
mittee member Abu Iyad, Bas- 
sem Akl, Palestine Liberation 
Organisation representative at 
the United Nations, and PaJ- 
"estinian LL Nizar Amman 
. The committee ' has been 
made responsible for dealing 
with all outstanding questions 
between the Lebanese and Pal- 
estinian and to establish a ti- 
metable for implementing the 
1969 Cairo agreement on the 
status of Palestinians in Le- 
banon, the source said. 

The membership of the com- 
mittee was not known and the 
source said it would not be- 
gin functioning untii after the 
return from Damascus of Le- 
banon’s foreign minister Fuad 
Butros. 

President Sarkis and the Pa- 
lestinians also discussed the 
situation in southern Lebanon, 
the scene of fighting betwe- 
en rightwing Lebanese and Pal- 
estinians and leftwing Lebane- 
se, the source said. 

Soon after the meeting, the 
Central Committee of Fateh 


met here. Chairing the meeting 
was PLO chief Yasser Arafat, 
who had just returned from 
a visit to Saudi Arabia.

Bomb explodes 
in old Jerusalem 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. July 
15 (R), — An explosive char- 
ge, apparently planted by Arab 
guerrillas blew up tonight on 
an -empty, pavement near the 
aid walled city of Jerusalem, 
but there were no casualties, a 
police spokesman said here. 

He said a car which was wa- 
iting at a nearby red light was 
slightly damaged, but Its occu- 
pants were unhurt. 

Police, which rushed to the 
scene, closed off the area and 
safely blew up another charge 
which they found a short dis- 
tance away. The charges were 
made up of mortar shells con- 
nected to timing devices. 

It was the first guerrilla in- 
cident in occupied Jerusalem 
for several months, but an ex- 
plosion rocked a vegetable ma- 
rket near Tel Aviv last week 
killing one woman and wound- 
ing 23 others. An Arab guerril- 
la organisation took responsib- 
ility for the action.

They also reported an ex- 
change of artillery fire in the 
eastern sector of the front, 
including rightist-controlled 
Marjeyoun and leftist-held Na- 
batiyeh. 

The central sector of the 
Bint Jbeil area was reported 
cairn but tense after overnight 
shelling, the travellers said. 

No casualties were reported 
but crops were damaged, they 
added. 


NEW YORK, July 15 (Agen- 
cies). — Israeli Premier Mena- 
chem Begin arrived here today 
carrying with him a written 
Middle Eastern peace plan cal- 
ling for the exchange of ambas- 
sadors between Israel and the 
Arab states which he will lay 
before President Jimmy Carter 
when they meet in Washington 
early next week. 

Mr. Begin, who is visiting 
the U.S. less than two months 
after taking power, is the first 
Israeli prime minister to car- 
ry written proposals with him 
to Washington. Before leaving 
Tel Aviv, he said he hoped his 
plans “will make it possible to 
begin negotiations on a peace 
agreement." 

The Israeli plan envisages 
negotiations leading to a form- 
al peace treaty with the Arabs 
that would include open bord- 
ers and diplomatic and trade 
relations. In return, Israel wo- 
uld be prepared to evacuate a 
large portion of the Israeli-oc- 
cupied Sinai and about half of 
the Golan heights territory sei- 
zed from Syria during the 1967 
war. 

The Israeli plan calls for a 
“functional solution” to the 
problem of the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank. This would involve 
dividing responsibility for ad- 
ministration between the Arabs 
of the West Bank and Jordan 
but with Israel retaining resp- 
onsibility for security there. 

It seems hard to believe, ac- 
cording to observers in Israel, 
that the Americans will sup- 
port this plan. It is thought, ho- 
wever, that an open break bet- 
ween Mr. Begin and President 


Carter can be averted at this 
stage. 

Mr. Begin, who has called 
for a resumption of the Ge- 
neva Middle East peace talks 
on Oct. 10, said earlier that all 
problems can be negotiated, in- 
cluding the West Bank and the 
status of Jerusalem. Some of 
his adviser$, notably his advi- 
ser nn information Shmuc! 
Katz, have said that if no 
other road to peace was open, 
Israel could also contemplate 
evacuation of other territories, 
including land on the West' 
Bank. 

Mr. Begin has said that his 
peace plan covers the entire 
range of the Arab-rsraeli con- 
flict. He also Indicated that he 
had two fall-back plans as 
well. 

Mr. Begin made it clear be- 
fore leaving Israel that he was 
going to Washington as . the 
spokesman for all Israelis and 
not merely as the head of a 
coalition government headed 
by his own right wing Likud 
Party, 

He noted that he had leng- 
thy talks with former Premier 
GoTda Meir and had consulted 
the leaders of the two opposi- 
tion parties. Labour leader Shi- 
mon Peres and ex-Gen. Yigael 
Yadin. head of the Democratic 
Movement for Change. 

Mr. Begin asked all Israelis 
to pray for the success of his 
mission to Washington. He 
has brought with him several 
of former Labour Party Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Rabin's aides, a 
move intended to show that 
the new premier is willing to 
go as far as Labour in the sea- 


rch for a settlement. 

But Israel’s notion of what 
a peace treaty will involve is 
likely to prove a major obsta- 
cle. Mr. Begin said in Tel Aviv 
today he sought "complete nor- 
malisation of relations with the 
Arab states so that an Israeli 
ambassador will be sent to 
Damascus and Arab diplomats 
(will) serve in Israel.” 

This goes far beyond what 
the most moderate Arab lea- 
ders are prepared to concede. 
Egypt's President Anwar Sa- 
dat has said that a peace tr- 
eaty could only be possible 
five years after Israel had eva- 
cuated all occupied Arab territ- 
ory and that there would first 
be an agreement ending a st- 
ate of war in the region. 

If initial negotiations on a 
permanent peace ran into tro- 
uble, Mr.” Begin would most 
likely be willing to settle for 
a further interim agreement, 
officials ciose to the prime mi- 
nister said. 

Some Israeli diplomats beli- 
eved Israel would like the Wa- 
shington talks to lead to sep- 
arate preliminary negotiations 
between Israel and each of the 
Arab states most closely in- 
volved -- Egypt. Syria and 
Jordan. 

These sources said the most 
suitable medium fur such nego- 
tiations would be U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance, who 
is due to visit the Middle East 
at the end of this month. 

Mr. Begin is expected to me- 
et U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim and spend the week- 
end in private talks with Jewish 
American leaders here before 
flying on to Washington.

Swedish police think they hold

STOCKHOLM, July 15 (R). — 
Swedish police said today they 
hoped soon to establish beyond 
doubt the identity of a Japa- 
nese under interrogation here 
on suspicion of being the bra- 
ins behind the Japanese Red 
Army guerrilla movement. 

They said the man identified 
by Tokyo authorities as Take- 
moto Takahashi, a former uni- 
versity professor -- was on 
their terrorist list and that they 
have asked the government to 
deport him. 

He was detained on Tuesday 
near the site outside Stockholm 
where oil ministers from the 
13 OPEC member states were 
meeting. Police suspected a 
guerrilla operation might be 


planned --in 1975 guerrillas 
abducted 10 ministers from a 
conference in Vienna of the Or- 
ganisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries.

Gandhi denies Janata allegation 
that she planned to slay opponents 


NEW DELHI, July 15 (R). — 
Former Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi today broke a 
self-imposed public silence on 
political topics and issued a 
statement strongly denying all- 
egations that her government 
had considered killing its po- 
litical opponents. 

She described the allegati- 
ons, made in the. Lok Sabha 
(lower house) this, week by 
Home Minister Charan Singh, 
as shocking, preposterous and 
without any basis whatsoever, 
Samaehar News Agency repor- 
ted. 

Mr. Charan Singh's remarks 
provoked a wa)k-out .from par- 
liament by the Congress Party 
yaatttday. Ha atatad that the 


former government had made 
preparations to shoot down im- 
prisoned leaders of the then 
opposition during the emerge- 
ncy, if necessary. He later qua- 
lified this to say there was no 
plan or proposal to kill but me- 
rely what he called a thought. 

Mrs. Gandhi said in her sta- 
tement today that she had 
deliberately decided to keep 
away from politics and publi- 
city. 

"However, I find that some 
leaders of the Janata Party go- 
vernment are determined to pu- 
rsue their smear campaign of 
character assassination inside 
and outside parliament so as to 
denigrate not only me but the 
Congress Party as a whole," 
she said. 


"The heme minister's recent 
statement about an alleged 
plan (or “thinking”) in my go- 
vernment to shoot down lea- 
ders of the opposition in jail 
is shocking and preposterous 
and has no basis whatsoever." 

Mrs. Gandhi added that in 
her election speeches she had 
expressed regret for any exce- 
sses committed 'during the em- 
ergency and her deep sympa- 
thy for those who were sub- 
jected to hardships. 

She said : “1 hope that the 
leaders of the Janata Party 
will at least now address them- 
selves to the more serious and 
mounting problems affecting 
different sections of the peo- 
ple...." 


PLO to issue 
Palestinian 
passports 


Cairo, July 15 (Agencies) — 
The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation has asked the Ar- 
ab League to recognise pas- 
sports it plans to issue for 
all Palestinians, an Arab Le- 
ague spokesman said today. 

The PLO request will be 
discussed at an Arab League 
Council scheduled to meet 
here on July 25, the spokes- 
man said. 

The mass -circulation news- 
paper AI Akhbar today said 
the passports issue was a 
“needed step before the pro- 
clamation of a Palestinian 
State." 

The PLO note mentioned 
that non-aligned countries 
and other socialist states had 
already agreed to recognise 
the proposed Palestinian pas- 
sports, the spokesman added. 

The League may rule, ob- 
servers said, that before is- 
suing passports, the PLO ne- 
eds the status of a govem- 
ment- in-exile, which can be 
decided only by a meeting 
of the National Palestinian 
Council, the PLO's parliam- 
ent-like assembly.

He had 
no criminal record in Japan 
but he had been expelled from 
France in 1973 following the 
arrest of a Red Army group. 

Police here refused to say 
whether the man was armed or 
how long they thought he had 
been in the country. 

Police here arrested a gro- 
up of alleged urban guerrillas 
in March and said they were 
preparing to kidnap a woman 
politician as hostage for mem- 
bers of (he Baader-Meinhof 
group in West German jails.

after it fell to the EPLF, said 
that civilian life in the city 
was now normal. 

She said that many Ethio- 
pian soldiers were killed and 
501 others captured during the 
fighting which lasted 72 hours. 

Keren is the third largest city 
in Eritrea after Asmara and 
Assab. It has a population of 
20,000. With the fall of Ke- 
ren. there are only two imp- 
ortant cities remaining in the 
hands of the Ethiopians -- As- 
mara and Assab. 

Mrs. Braeckman said that 
she also visited the EPLF mili- 
tary camps and told of 3,000 
captured Ethiopian soldiers 
who, she said, were being well- 
treated by their captors. She 
added : "The problem the EP- 
LF is having now is the ever- 
increasing number of captured 
Ethiopian soldiers.

TOE HAGUE, July 15 (R). — 
Queen Juliana began consulta- 
tions with Holland’s political 
leaders today following the co- 
llapse of attempts by Prime 
Minister Joop den Uyl to fonn 
a new coalition government. 

The caretaker prime minis- 
ter officially informed the 
queen today that more than six 
weeks of talks between his 
Labour Party and the Chris- 
tian Democrats had broken 
down. 

The premier told reporters 
that the queen had agreed to 
relieve him of the assignment 
to form a cabinet, given to 
him shortly after his party's 
big gains in the Mpy 25 gene- 
ral elections. 

Mr. den Uyl said be was 
bitterly disappointed by the co- 
llapse of his efforts. He admi- 
tted defeat last night after Ch- 
ristian Democrat leader And- 
reas van Agt blocked Socialist 
plans to introduce a profit-shar- 
ing scheme for industrial wor- 
kers. 

Mr. den Ujrl considers the 
scheme essential to obtain agr- 
eement from the trade unions 
to moderate their wage dem- 


ands over the next few years. 

Political sources said it mi- 
ght take several months before 
a new government is formed. 

Mr. van Agt was among se- 
veral party leaders who consu- 
lted with Queen Juliana. 

In 1973, it took over five 
months of bargaining before 
Mr. den Uyl succeeeded In pu- 
tting a cabinet together. 

His party increased its se- 
ats 43 to 53 in the 150-seat 
Lower House last May to be- 
come the biggest party, follow- 
ed by the Christian Democra- 
ts (CDA) with 49. 

Mr. den Uyl might be ask- 
ed to try again to form a go- 
vernment after the queen has 
completed her talks with party 
leaders, the sources said.

Mr, van Agfa Christian De- 
mocrats would have a slim ma- 
jority of two In the Lower Ho- 
use if they teamed up with the 
Liberal Party (WD), the only 
other large group in parliam- 
ent The latter hat 38 Mate. 
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Begin can’t deliver 

Mr. Menachem Begin has arrived in the United 
States with a peace plan in his pocket that most 
observers are predicting will not work. Although 
details of the plan have not yet been released, what 
has been leaked to the press is that Mr. Begin will, in 
a nutshell, be proposing total normalisation of rela- 
tions between the Arab states and Israel in return for 
partial withdrawal from Sinai and the Golan Heights 
and maintaining a military hold on the West Bank 
while perhaps allowing Jordan to administer the civil 
affairs of the population. 

Reports have been circulating that Mr. Begin 
might be willing to restrict (although not halt) Jewish 
settlements for an interim period and eventually to 
give back parts of the West Bank or Gaza if a firm 
peace does take hold in five or ten years time. 

For a phased withdrawal plan to be remotely 
feasible, the Arabs would demand a guarantee, some 
form of prior commitment, that Israel would in fact 
be prepared for a full withdrawal within a set dead- 
line following the conclusion of an agreement. They 
would also insist that full normalisation of relations 
cannot be concluded until such time as withdrawal 
is complete. 

Such a compromise could be worked out if Mr. 
Begin’s intransigence were a bargaining position 
rather than a final one. Unfortunately, it isn’t. Even 
then, one paramount consideration would remain : 
the Palestinians. 

It is clear that Mr. Begin intends to relegate the 
entire Palestinian issue to the background if not to 
limbo. The Palestinians will not be bought off with 
offers of compensation or a limited form of home rule 
under Israeli military overlords. It is questionable 
that they will be content with a promise of self- 
government in a decade’s time. It is certain they will 
not be satisfied with a gouged out mini-homeland. 

The Arabs could not conceivably agree to the 
maximal Israeli demand of full normalisation of rela- 
tions in return for minimal withdrawal ; and every 
Indication is that minimal withdrawal is ail that Mr. 
Begin has to offer - - now or in the future. 

So the stage is set for an unyielding stalemate. 
Mr. Carter cannot persuade Mr. Begin to alter his 
position all the way. Mr. Begin cannot bend back 
that far. The only hope is for a split In Mr. Begin’s 
ruling Likud bloc and a realignment of forces inside 
Israel. It is feasible, although not probable, that the 
Liberals within the Likud bloc, who don’t quite see 
eye to eye with Mr. Begin on the West Bank issue, 
might desert Likud and seek an alliance with the 
Democratic Movement for change. But for that to 
happen, the United States would have to exert suffi- 
cient pressure for the alliance to snap. 

Some realignment must take place within Israel. 
Begin cannot deliver the goods, so someone else has 
to. Otherwise the Middle East is in for another round 
of warfare. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Two Jordanian dailies Friday 
commented on the Middle East 
peace plan as devised by Isra- 
eli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, while a third comment- 
ed on the question of the cre- 
ation of a Palestinian state. 

AL DUSTOUR. in an edi- 
torial entitled “Begin and the 
West Bank," said that one can 
clearly conclude from Mr. 
Begin's statements and the pe- 
ace plan he carries to Presi- 
dent Carter, as leaked by the 
Israeli propaganda machine, 
that Israel still intends to hold 
on to the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. Mr. Begin's plan, 
the paper went on, allows the 
Palestinians to participate in a 
measure of administration whi- 
le maintaining Israeli military 
presence there. Such a plan 
differentiates between admini- 
strative, political and militaty 
sovereignty, the paper said. 

True sovereignty must be 
undivided, for it consists of an 
amalgamation of the three me- 
ntioned aspects, the paper 
said. Thus, Mr. Begin's plan is 
an attempt to isolate and abort 
the Palestinian case which is 
at the core of the Middle East 
conflict. 

The paper concluded that 
Mr. Begin’s plan, which is to 
be suggested to the USA, is 
really an obstacle to peace. 
The Arabs at Geneva must be 
alert and united in order to 
save the Palestinian case from 
this attempt to ahort it. 

A L SHAH said that in spite 
of the secrecy surrounding Mr. 
Begin’s "peace” plan, that 
which was leaked to the Isra- 
eli Radio and press shows that 
the plan is based on the idea 
of negotiations without precon- 
ditions; i.c.. these negotiations 
will consider the different ite- 
ms with no prior definitions or 
commitments. 

The paper said that such an 
Israeli proposal would have 
b«n acceptable had the caJt 
for reconvening the Geneva 
conference, and had the con- 


ference itself, basically started 
from a void. The truth is that 
the call to Geneva came after 
many preludes and rt was 
made in order to discuss the 
means by which in implement 
the specific U-N. Resolutions 
Nns. 242 and 339. The paper 
added that in going to Gene- 
va the least the participants 
should do is la hegin by com- 
miting themselves to the U.N. 
resolutions. Thus the Israeli 
contention thar there are no 
prior conditions for convening 
of the Geneva conference is 
only an escape from commit- 
ting themselves to these reso- 
lutions. 

The paper declared, in con- 
clusion. that if does not beli- 
eve that the American side, or 
any other international side, 
could accept such an Israeli 
stand- For such an acceptance 
would threaten the U.N. with 
collapse and would endanger 
world p eace. 

AL AKHBAR commented on 
the idea of the creation of a 
Palestinian state. The paper 
said that it is too early to talk 
about the relations between 
the Jordanian Government and 
the suggested Palestinian sta- 
te. for at this stage such a 
topic is not included in an 
overall peace settlement with 
Israel. The paper continued 
that the basic problem is the 
differences between the Arabs 
as a whole and Israel. Inter- 
Arah relations is a topic which 
concerns the Arabs alone and 
should not be included in the 
vicious circle of the Arabs* 
Israeli conflict. 

The paper concluded by 
suggesting that before the 
Arabs openly discuss, such a 
thorny problem and allow Is- 
rael the opportunity of asking 
them to resolve their differen- 
ces prior to discussing an over- 
all settlement the Arabs must 
first work for the creation of 
a Palestinian state before dis- 
cussing what relations Jnrdnr. 
should have with ft. 


ISRAEL'S reply CO our In- 
vestigation dealt with the cen- 
tral points by flat denial, rather 
than with derailed evidence; 
it raised side-issues; it devoted 
great energy to attacking two 
of its own citizens wbo were 
by no means our principal wit- 
nesses (Felicia Lange r and Lea 
Tsemel. lawyers who have de- 
fended a number of Arabs in 
Israeli military courts:! it con- 
tained a number of untruths. 
This article is divided into a 
brief summary of our original 
statement, the Israeli response 
in italic and then Insight's co- 
mment on that response.

OMAR ABDUL KARIM: Sec- 
tion One of our original report 
discussed the case of Omar 
Abdul Karim. He was arrested, 
a fit man. on Oct. 3. 1976 and 
deponed to Jordan on a stre- 
tcher last February, after five 
months in the hands of Israeli 
security forces. He told an ap- 
palling story nf brutality dur- 
ing interrogation. We examin- 
ed the corroborative evidence. 
We also pointed to the weak- 
nesses in his story "which 
make it fall short of final 
proof." But we pointed to the 
disquieting fact that the Israeli 
military authorities had sought 
to conceal how brief a time 
Abdul Karim had been in their 
hands. 

Israel: Abdul Karim was ill 
before his arrest. 

Insight: Not true. He was fit. 
happy and holding down a 
job as a carpenter. He did have 
old rib fractures, and occasion- 
al pains in his chest and back; 
for these he went sometimes as 
an out-patient to an orthopae- 
dic hospital. By contrast, be 
left Israeli hands a stretcher 
case. 

Israel: His state on release 
was not that bad: "Two days 
after being released from pri- 
son in n state where ‘he cou- 
ldn't recognise his brother’ he 
happily appeared at a press 
conference and on Jordanian 
television 

Insight; Not true. The direc- 
tor general of Jordanian TV, 
Mohammad Kamal, says: *T 
have personally searched thro- 
ugh ail our records. There whs 


no such interview." Nor was 
there a press conference. Sum- 
moned by the hospital doctor 
in Jordan, two reporters went 
to Abdul Karim's bedside, one 
from Reuters and the other 
Daniel Southerland of the Ch- 
ristian Science Monitor. South- 
erland recalls that Abdul Kar- 
im was mostly in bed. propping 
himself on one elbpw to talk: 
"He was rather weak and frail 
and very thin, and obviously 
suffering physical pain." He 
had "difficulty walking” even 
with a cane. "Seen from the 

rear he looked like an old 

man." Sourheriand wrote at 
the time. And he concluded 
that Abdul Karim bed heen 
"badly beaten." 

Israel; Insight is guilty of 
“another classic case of n half 
truth” in concealing Abdul 
Karim's previous convictions. 

Insight: In fact, we pointed 
out that he had been in the 
fedayeen - - a factor which wc 
said militated against his credi- 
bility. And we reported his 
previous sentence. We conce- 
de that we inadvertently listed 
only the lesser charge in that 
case and not his concurrent 
convictions for complicity in 
causing two explosions. (Ab- 
dul Karim, however, admits his 
guilt on the charge we cited, 
possessing a revolver: but den- 
ies involvement in the explo- 
sions.) 

Israel: Abdul Karim gave a 
"long and detailed statement" 
of guilt during his five-month 
detention, which was corrobo- 
rated by his nephew. 

Insight: Abdul Karim’s ver- 
sion o t how the Israelis tried 
to force such a statement out 
of him and his nephew occu- 
pies 17 pages of our transcript. 
Even if such a statement ex- 
isted, therefore, it would be 
unimpressive unless the allega- 
tions of torture are disproved. 
But, in fact, Abdul Karim de- 
nies giving anything like the 
Israelis allege. 

Israel's details seem odd. 
Israel alleges, for instance, a 
meeting between Abdul Karim 
and another fedayeen in Am- 
man sometime after June 1972; 
and a trip to Damascus by 
Abdul Karim’s nephew. But 
the man Abdul Karim suppose- 
dly met in Amman has lived in 
Syria since the end of 1970 and 
is forbidden to enter Jordan. 
And Abdul Karim's nephew 
was too young to have a Jor- 
danian passport, so how did he 


ge: to Damascus? Certainly 
not on Israeli-issued papers. 

Finally, if Abdul Karim made 
this confession, why was he 
never charged? 

Israel: Detonators were fou- 
nd in A haul Karim’s roof and 
other, unspecified "damning 
evidence" in his sewage pit 

Insight: Abdul Karim denies 
this. The Israelis never alleged 
it to his lawyer at the time. 
And since Abdul Karim re- 
mained in Israeli custody for 
about four months after his 
alleged confession and the se- 
arch. the question is again: 
Why was hr> not charged during 
this rime? 

The open cells 
which are closed 

Israel : The Reuter report 
that Abdul Karim, at the time 
of deportation . was a convicted 
guerrilla released after serv- 
ing three years of an 1 1 -year 
sentence was Reuters’ own 
mistake. 

Insight: Nat true. Reuters 
published what the Israelis told 
them. Insight charged the Is- 
raeli military authorities with 
misleading Reuters when they 
asked about Abdul Karim’s 
condition so as to discredit his 
story. The point has still not 
been met. 

The facts remain. Omar Ab- 
dul Karim, an active man of 
35, was deponed “an old man" 
on a stretcher after five mon- 
ths in Israeli hands, during 
which time he was charged 
with no offence. What hap- 
pened to him? We challenge 
Israel to release die reports on 
Abdul Karim's condition made 
bv the International Red Cross 
delegate Bernard Munger. 

BACKGROUND. In Section 
Two. 'The Judgment of the 
World,’ we examined the poli- 
tical background. We cited 
“Arab resistance expressed 
sometimes through terrorism,” 
and showed how that had 
come in waves. We pointed out 
that “Israel claims -- and un- 
doubtedly feels itself - - to be 
at war for its life," but that 
Israel, for the sake of its in- 
ternational reputation, was re- 
luctant to have political deta- 
inees. 

Hence the pressure to get 
evidence on which suspects 
could be convicted; and so,

What price electricity? 


EDITOR’S NOTE : 

On June 19, the Sunday Times ran a detailed account of the torture and ill- 
treatment of Arab detainees under interrogation in the Israeli occupied territories. 
Last week, the government of Israel replied to the report by the Sunday Times’ 
Insight team, denying that torture was used at all. 

Insight answered Israel’s denials in an article that appeared in the Sunday 
Times on July 10. We shall be running that article in two installments, starting to- 
day. In tomorrow’s paper, we shall also reprint three letters to the Sunday Times on 
the same subject. Two of the letters are by Felicia Larger and Lea Tsemel, who 
have defended many Arabs detained on security charges in Israel. The third letter is 
by a former Israeli soldier, relating two incidents he witnessed. 

The original Sunday Times report was reprinted in the Jordan Times in several 
Installments from June 24-July 1 . 


God has chosen to teach us that civilisa- 
tion breaks down when the electricity blacks 
out. At least this seems to be the only valid 
conclusion one is enabled to draw from New 
York's power failure on Thursday. Because 
when the electricity went out, after a bolt of 
lightning knocked out the city's supply, peo- 
ple went crazy in an orgy of anarchy: looting 
shops, starting fires and shooting at each other. 
When the city's mayor sought an explanation 
of how this great metropolis could be hit with 
such an occurrence the chairman of the res- 
ponsible power company could only blame it 
on an "act of God”. 

After the famous 1965 blackout. New York 
electricity suppliers took all measures to en- 
sure that it would never happen again. That 
blackout was peaceful except that it produced 
a plethora of babies nine months later - - with- 
out television what do you expect couples to 
spend a night doing? But after that blackout 
no one hoped for another and no one expec- 
ted another. Two days ago. though, it occurred 
again -- bigger, louder and more violent. It 
is no wonder, then, that the technical experts 
could find no explanation for it except that it 
was God’s doing. And it does make sense af- 
ter what we’ve seen. 

Now, I’ve lived through at least two weeks 
of total electrical blackout in Lebanon and, 
again, there was all you could imagine of fires, 
looting and killing. But that happened during 
a war and a war there was not in New York 
on Thursday. Is God trying to tell us that the 
veneer of civilisation peals off with the black- 
out of electricity? 

It surely doesn't speak highly of humanity 
that people will do in the dark what they 
won’t admit to even thinking of in the light. 
And it won't explain it away, as someone 
jestingly said, that the reason for what hap- 
pened is that burglar alarms work on electric 
power. 

3,000 people were arrested in New York 
far looting during the blackout. In certain 


"poor" neighbourhoods not a shop escajfed 
visitors of the dark. Let’s not split hairs. We 
alt know that burglar alarms are necessary 
cause there are burglars. But 3,000 burglars 
rested in one day in just too much. Only God 
knows how many others escaped arrest. . 

Anyway, what has starting fires to do with 
burglar alarms? News- reports say there were 
576 genuine fire alarms -- of a total of 1.625 
fire reports. First, tell me what do people en- 
joy in raising a false fire alarm? I don’t know 
how many of the genuine fires started by an 
“act of God”, but there were many delibera- 
tely-started fires. Arson, in the English lang- 
uage. What is it obouc an electrical failure: 
that entices people to start fires? Is it the 
darkness? I suppose some people are so wor- 
ried about the dark that they have to burn 
something for some light. 

And the snipers. Yes, snipers In New York. 

1 won’t speculate on the fact that they emig- 
rated from the Lebanese war although this 
could be the case for I saw no snipers in Bei- 
rut during my annual leave there earlier this 
month -- which, incidentally is why my loyal 
readers got no absurdities from me In this 
newspaper for the last two weeks. But back 
to the snipers. News repons tell us that the 
blackout produced snipers aplenty and that 
their particular targets were policemen and 
firemen busily trying' to put out the produc- 
tions of arsonists. 

Finally, New York's mayor had to declare 
a state of emergency and to suggest that peo- 
ple keep off the streets, Think about it, if you 
may. once the electricity goes off law and or- 
der is over. The worlds greatest city - - or at 
least one of its greatest -- the finest example 
of what civilised human society can create be- 
comes a jungle once the lights are off. A friend 
of mine used to insist that New York is the 
Bible's' Great Whore, Babylon the Great. After 
what happened on Thursday I’m inclined to 
agree that the mystery of that chapter in the 
Book of Revelation is a mystery- no more. 


a means nf Meeting confes- 
sions. We then showed how 
the draconian system of mili- 
tary courts works, and we quo- 
ted six named advocates with 
experience of them: "Their un- 
animous opinion is that the 
military courts collude in and 
knowingly conceal the use of 
torture. . 

Israel: “Torture is a crime 
under Israeli law." 

Insight: 5o it is in most 
countries that use it. 

Israel: "We possess a judi- 
cial system which ... is both 
fair and of extremely high cali- 
bre." 

Insight: True. That it what 
makes its reluctance to con- 
front the issue of torture the 
more disturbing. For example, 
we cited a specific case where 
the Supreme Court dismissed 
a string of torture allegations 
solely on the basis of brief 
statements taken by the police 
which the plaintiffs could ne- 
ither see nor challenge and 
medical reports by doctors 
who were far from indepen- 
dent. The plaintiffs’ lawyer was 
not even allowed to be in 
court. We found that proce- 
dure remarkable. The Israelis 
do not deny iL 

Israel: "All Israel prisons am 
open to inspection." 

Insight: Not true. Most of 
Israel's prisons are open to in- 
spection. But the prisons we 
cited - - Ramallah, Hebron, 
Nablus and Gaza -- have spe- 
cial cells, sometimes called X- 
celJs. where prisoners under 
interrogation are held by the 
security forces. Those cells 
and their inmates are not open 
to inspection, even by the In- 
ternational Red Cross. Nor 
does the Red Cross - - to any- 
one els* - - inspect the spe- 


cial interrogation centres. 

Israel: All the people men- 
tioned were convicted ter- 
rorists. 

Insight: Not true. Many were 
never charged, let alone con- 
victed, of anything. In its re- 
peated assertions of this point, 
moreover. Israel seems to us 
to come perilously close to im- 
plying that if the complainants 
were terrorists then ill-treat- 
ment or torture would be jus- 
tified. 

But our main criticism was 
of the military courts -- run 
by soldiers and not by Israel’s 
judiciary -• which deal with 
security offences in the occu- 
pied territories. We said: "Most 
convictions in those courts are 
based on confessions by the 
accused; most of those confes- 
sions. the lawyers are convinc- 
ed, are extracted by ill-treat- 
ment or torture; almost with- 
out exception, the courts re- 
ject that contention." 

Israel: "During 1975,216 of 
the persons from the territories 
brought before military tribu- 
nals were given full acquittals; 
and in 1976. 408 of such per- 
sons were given full acquit- 
tals. 

Insight: Not true. The Isra- 
elis have added in acquittals in 
all the non-security cases that 
go before the ordinary courts 
-- and there were 9,070 of 
those cases last year. (The 
Israeli foreign ministry admit- 
ted this to us last week.) So 
what are the true figures for 
acquittals bv military courts? 
Thev were "not available.” 

We invite Israel to produce 
these figures. Incidentally, we 
do regard this mistake as cu- 
rious: The figures were omitted 
from the version of the Israeli 
statement issued in Jerusalem. 


where their inaccuracy would 
have been readily spotted. 

Israel: Insight "grudgingly 

admit that even the Arab law- 
yer . . . knew of five cases whe- 
re military courts had refused 
to receive confessions ..." 

Insight: Far from our being 
"grudging", we took that to 
show bow rarely it happens, 
since those five were the - law- 
yer's, only successes in well 
over a thousand cases. We find 
Israel's use of the word "even" 
interesting. The lawyer was, as 
we said, Wasfi O Masri, a se- 
nior judge . under Jordanian 
rule before 1967, and & respec- 
ted figure. 

Israel* "It is impossible to 
obtain a conviction based on a 
confession alone." 

Insight: Technically correct, 
but in practice not true. Israel 
admits two sorts of conobora- . 
tion. Truly Independent cor* 
roboration is needed in cases 
like rape or . wben one ls qL »jfa 
group of acbgsed has 
state's evidence^ But 
tance of a confession, all that 
is needed is "something” -• in 
Hebrew dvar-ma - - and the mi- 
litary courts have reduced this 
to a minimum. 

In most cases before them, 
it now consists of a “reconst- 
ruction report” by police who 
have photographed the defen- 
dant at places mentioned in 
his confession. Hie police 
then say that the picture was 
taken as the defendant pointed 
out to them what he did. Or 
the “something" may be the 
finding that a third party na- 
med in a confession does ex- 
ist. Military courts do not re- 
quire truly independent evi- 
dence.

The so- 
cial emancipation of women is 
a matter of education, not a 
matter of confrontation and 
straggle. The more she acqui- 
res knowledge, the more she

— Bri- 
tain's Labour government, 
which has failed to reach a 
precise agreement with the un* 
ions on pay restraint, today 
insisted that workers must still 
keep the total national wage 
increase to not more than 10 
per cent.

The Coalminers’ Union, 
which brought down a prev- 
ious Conservative government 
over a pay conflict in 1974, 
had already voted for a 90 
per cent pay rise from next 
November. Scottish regional 
leader Mick McGahey told re- 
porters this claim would go 
ahead. 

Mr. Emlyn Williams, leader 
of the South Wales Miners, 
said; "It looks or the cards 
as if there’s ge’’rg to be a 
real conflict between the gov- 
ernment and miners.”

Iranian scientists tour 
Soviet nuclear plants 

MOSCOW, July 15 (R). — A five-man team of Iranian scien- 
tists Is touring the Soviet Union to inspect nuclear power sta- 
tions, an embassy spokesman said today. 

The delegation, led by Dr. Akbar Etemad, head of Iran’s 
Atomic Energy Organisation, arrived on Wednesday and 
would stay about a week more. No details of their programme 
were disclosed 

Dr. Etemad is to resume negotiations with the United 
States at the end of this month on buying up to eight nuclear 
power plants worth some $10,000 million. 

The American deal has been stalled by the Carter admini- 
stration’s insistence on stringent safeguards against Iran deve- 
loping nuclear weapons. 

But Dr. Etemad has indicated that Iran is not interested in 
alternative supplies of reactors from the Soviet Union, althou- 
gh die two countries are cooperating in other nuclear fields. 

He told a press conference last February in Tehran that 
Soviet nuclear plants "are not technically acceptable to us.”

&HONG KONG, July 15 (R). — China yesterday hailed the end 
of the two-tiered price system as a great victory for third World 
oil-producing countries. The New China News Agency, monitored 
here, said in a commentary on the decision of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) to return to a single price 
system as of July 1 this year, that it was “a heavy blow for the 
superpowers.” 

Scientist reveals sea’s uranium reserves 

4 LONDON, July 15 (AFP). — Although the world is faced with 
a very large shortage of uranium reserves by the end of the cen- 
tury, an estimated .4,000 million metric tons are available from 
marine sources, a British scientist said yesterday. Speaking at 
Southampton University, NJ. Keen, of the atomic energy research 
establishment, Harwell, said that the sea contained such a tonnage 
and that it was dispersed “fairly uniformly”. 

Japanese steel production decreases 

$ TOKYO, July 15 (AFP). — Japanese steel production decreased 
by 8.4 per cent in the first half of this year to 51,865,000 tons 
compared with the preceding six-month period. Preliminary fi- 
gures reported yesterday by the Japan Iron and Steel Federation 
Slowed that ordinary steel accounted for 45.236,000 tons, 8.3 per 
cent less, and special steel for 6,629,000 tons, down 8.9 per cent. 

N. Yemen to bold development conference 

• SAN* A, July 15 (R). — An international conference to discuss 
North Yemen’s five-year development plan will be held in San’a 
next November, government sources said today. Representatives 
from the United Nations and Arab and friendly countries will be 
invited and the San’a government is expected to seek financial 
aid estimated at 2,000 million Yemeni rials (about $440 million), 
the sources added.

Obviously, if declarer 
pulls a card that con be seen by 
by other 'players it does not 
necessarily make it a played 
card, and declarer can switch to 
another card. 

, _A^ defender's card is played if 
it is “held so that it is possible for 
his partner to have seen its 
face . Note that it is not .neces- 
sary for partner to have seen the 
card— just_ that partner could 
have seen it if he were looking. 

Q.— In a recent game I open- 
ed one diamond. Partner re- 
sponded one heart with: 
♦ Jxxxx <?KQxx Oxx *xx. 

I contend he should have bid 
one spade or one no trump. 
He said his heart suit was 
superior, so that was obvi- 
ously the correct response.

and North Korean negotiators 
were meeting today to discuss 
the exchange of a captured 
American airman and the bod- 
ies of three colleagues killed 
when their helicopter was shot 
down over North Korea. 

Diplomatic sources believe 
the tone set at the meeting, 
at the Panmunjom armistice 


village on the Demilitarised 
Zone (DMZ) north of here, co- 
uld reflect the possibility of an 
improvement in the normally 
Frigid atmosphere between Wa- 
shington and Pyongyang. 

The twin-engined U.S. Chin- 
ook transport helicopter was

Compromise agenda 
hailed at Belgrade 


BELGRADE, July 15 (AFP). — 
Neutral and non-aligned na- 
tions today presented a nine- 
point compromise agenda whi- 
ch observers believed could br- 
eak a month-long deadlock at 
the preparatory meeting of the 
35-nation European Conferen- 
ce on Security and Cooperation 
in Belgrade. 

Polish delegare Marian Dob- 
roselski said the proposed age- 
nda would serve as an “exce- 
llent basis for work 1 '. Belgian 
delegate Jacques Lauren: also 
praised the non-aligned draft. 

The Polish delegare said se- 
ven of the nine points in the 
proposed agenda had won app- 
roval from all sides. The non- 
aligned draft had been circu- 
lated informally inside the con- 
ference tor several days. 

The two sticking points, the 
Polish delegate said, dealt wirh 
whether the main high-level 
conference to be held here this 
autumn should be divided into 
two sections and the meeting's 
closing date. 

The American delegation has 
insisted that the conference 


should hold separate discussi- 
ons on past implementation 
of the final act of the 1975 
Helsinki summit, notably to 
include a discussion on human 
rights. Socialist countries are 
equally insistent that the me- 
eting should concentrate on 
ways of strengthening East- 
West detente in the future. 

The non-aligned draft age- 
nda does not spell out whe- 
ther past performance in de- 
tente and suggestions for the 
future should be discussed se- 
parately. The Belgrade meet- 
ing is rhe follow-up conference 
to the Helsinki summit. 

The second contentious po- 
int is the result of demands 
by the socialist countries, and 
notably by Poland, for the age- 
nda to specify that the confe- 
rence will end on Dec. 15. The 
non-aligned draft proposes to 
fix a closing date but would 
permit a week-by-week prolo- 
ngation of the conference. 

According to Mr. Dobrosel- 
skl. this would be tantamount 
to an open-ended meeting that 
could go on indefinitely 


its way. 

The North Koreans said the 
wounded man was receiving 
medical attention, but gave no 
indication of when he, or the 
bodies of his dead colleagues, 
would be returned. 

Going on past experience it 
could be several months before 
the return of the crew is secu- 
red. The 32-strong crew of the 
U.S. spy ship Pueblo were re- 
leased after 11 months, and 
only when the then senior U.N. 
Command delegate signed a 
confession of espionage which 
he subsequently repudiated. 

Almost a year later the Nor- 
th Koreans released, after 14 
weeks, the three-man crew of 
a U.S. helicopter they had for- 
ced down, after insisting on an 
apology for a “criminal act'’ 
which was also later repudia- 
ted. 

However, U.S. officials here 
are optimistic that faster pro- 
gress will be made in the nego- 
tiations tomorrow between U.S. 
R. Adm. Warren Hamm 
and a senior North Korean 
officer. 

They point not only to Pre- 
sident Carter's statement ack- 
nowledging a navigational er- 
ror and declaring that the 
United States does not want 
confrontation with the North, 
but also to the generally rea- 
sonable tone adopted by Pyon- 
gyang in its comments on the 
affair. 

A statement yesterday by 
the official Korean Central Ne- 
ws Agency referred to the 
shooting down as an “unhappy 
incident” and eschewed the st- 
rident rhetoric it has previous- 
ly employed on similar occa- 
sions. 


Teng may already have made comeback 


PEKING, July 15 (AFP). — 
Former Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping may already have 
made his comeback on the 
Chinese political scene. 

According to a reliable Chi- 
nese source Mr. Teng made a 
major speech at a national 
scientific conference held in 
Peking from June 20 to July 
7. 

Mr. Teng was stripped of all

ACCRA. July 15 (R). — 
Ghana's military rulers said 
yesterday they would hand 
over power to an elected gov- 
ernment on July 1, 1979. 

A government statement qu- • 
oted by the Ghana News Agen- 
cy (GNA) said this would fol- 
low general elections on June 
15 and the writing of a new 
constitution. 

Plans to restore an elected 
government in the west Afric- 
an country were announced on 
July 1 by the military ruler. 
Gen. Ignatius Acheampong. 
His administration took power 
in a bloodless coup in January. 
1972. 

He said that a referendum 
would be held to decide on the 
form of government to take 
over from the military and yes- 
terday's statement said this 
poll was scheduled for March 
30 next year. 

The referendum is for Gha- 
naians to say whether they 
want the military and police 
included in the next govern- 
ment.

The sp- 
okesman said that 83 bodies had so far been recovered from 
the Villa Diana mine near the town of Amaga. 350 kms. from 
here. Police said rescue squads were still searching for vic- 
tims. A state of emergency was declared in the area following 
the explosion, one of Colombia's worse mine disasters. 


Yugoslavia says it doesn’t have proportionately 
more political prisoners than the Soviet Union 


BELGRADE, July 15 (R), — 
The Yugoslav government yes- 
terday rejected as "political- 
ly malicious and incorrect'’ a 
report earlier this month by 
the International League for 
Human Rights which alleged 
that Yugoslavia had propor- 
tionately more political prison- 
ers than the Soviet Union. 

Answering questions at a 

routine weekly press conferen- 
ce a Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said the report was only 
worthy of the government’s at- 
tention because it was politi- 
cally malicious and pan of at- 


it 


tacks and pressure on Yugos- 
lavia and its independent in- 
ternal and foreign policy. 

The league, which has con- 
sultative status with the U.N., 
said in the report that Yu- 
goslavia held in jails at least 
ROO political prisoners ■ • more, 
in proportion to population 
than the Soviet Union. 

The league said Its report 
was timed to coincide with 
the Belgrade conference on the 
Helsinki accord on detente and 
human rights. It sent copies 
to the signatories of the Hel- 
sinki agreements, including 


President Tito and the Secre- 
tary General of the United 
Nations, Dr. Kurt Waldheim. 

“From the political, moral 
and international point of view, 
the report is incorrect and un- 
qualified.” the spokesman said. 

He added that the aims of 
the report become clearer 
when it is known that people 
who openly support “Yugos- 
lav emigre fascist terrorist 
groups which attack Yugoslav- 
ia's missions abroad" were 
among the leadership of the 
league. 

The spokesman did not ela- 
borate.

The awards are nude statu- 
ettes called “Eroticas", given 
to those judged the best ac- 
tors. actresses and technicians 
in pornographic movies. 

But the first “academy aw- 
ard** show last night was care- 
fully censored to eliminate all 
nudity to avoid arousing the 
wrath of the enemies of the 
main film industry.

— Thousands of black-garbed Ortho- 
dox Jews massed in prayer yesterday in the main street of 
Bnei-Brak, a north Tel Aviv suburb, to ask for divine help in 
keeping their district free of traffic on the Sabbath.

But because of the presence In nearby streets of secular 
Jews, who insist on being allowed to drive their cars to their 
homes on the Sabbath, there have been dashes and rival de- 
monstrations in Bnei-Brak recently. 

Two weeks ago the driver of an open jeep was killed when 
he crashed into a chain dosing a main street on a Sabbath 
night* 

The demonstrators yesterday blew the traditional "shofar" 
ram's horn trumpets, which are normally heard in synagogues 
during the high holiday, and chanted prayers of mourning to 
support their efforts to keep the district dosed to traffic on the 
Sabbath.

S. Africa denies downing

PRETORIA. July 15 CRi- — 
South Africa today denied an 
Angolan accusation that its tr- 
oops had shot down an Angol- 
an plane, killing 12 people or. 
board. 

Military Operations Chief-or 
Staff Lt.-*Gen. J. R. Dutton said 
witnesses had confirmed that 
anti-aircraft fire which brought 
down the plane at Cuangar, 
near the border with South 
West Africa /Namibia^, origina- 
ted inside Angola. 

The shooting was a UNITA 
action, he said in a stateme- 
nt. UNITA (Union for the To- 
tal Independence of Angola) 
has been reported fighting a 
guerrilla war in southern An- 
gola •'ime it was defeated on the 
battlefield in the civil war more 
than a year ago. 

Gen. Dutton said a report 
by the Angolan news agency 
Angop that South African for- 
ces ted shot down the plane, 
an Antonov -26 transport, on 
Tuesday was completely un- 
true. 

"Cuangar is in Angola and 
it is -mpossibfe tor South Af- 
rican Oefente Force (SADF) el- 
ements to have been able to 
shoot it down.” said Gen. Dut- 
ton. South African troops man 
the borders of South West Af- 


rica. which is administered by 
the Pretoria government. 

“In addition, there are eye- 
witness reports confirming that 
the anti-aircraft fire came from 
Angolan territory and that the 
plane crashed well into Ang- 
ola.” he claimed.

CAIRO. July 15 (R). — An 
Egyptian Moslem who renoun- 
ces Islam will face the death 
penalty if a draft law propos- 
ed by President Anwar Sadat 
goes into the sratue book, the 
semi-official newspaper A! Ab- 
ram reported today. 

The draft law will first be 
discussed by the Ministry of 
Justice and will then go to the 
People's Assembly for final ap- 
proval, the newspaper said. 

According to the draft a 
Moslem who renounces his fa- 
ith will be given 30 days to 
repent. If he or she persists in 
renouncing Islam the death 
sentence will be passed. 

A clear statement or evi- 
dence produced by two other 
Moslems would be needed to 
condemn the apostate, the 
newspaper said. 

The law will not apply to 
non-Moslems, the newspaper 
said. 

There is a Christian minori- 
ty in Egypt numbering several 
million. 

The new law follows last 
week's ccack down on a Mos- 
lem extremist group which co- 
nsiders Egyptian society non- 
Islamic. 

The grouo known as A1 
Takfir wal Hijira -- Repentan- 
ce and Flight from Sin -- kid- 
napped and murdered a former 
cabinet minister and claimed 
responsibility for several bomb 
blasts. The group wanted to 
establish a traditional Islamic 
state, according to newspaper 
reports. 


The new law will be the se- 
cond based on Islamic tradi- 
tions. Last year the govern- ■ 
ment passed a law which ban- 
ned Egyptians from drinking, 
alcohol in public. Violate rs fa- 
ce up to three months in jail 
and fines of 200 Egyptian po- 
unds (same sterling). Since 
the law was passed, however, 
not a single prosecution has 
been reported and Egyptians 
continue to drink in public. 

A parliament official said a 
third law against adultery was 
in the making.

Mr. Ahmad Hassan Ahmad, 
who belongs to the minority, 
has been appointed Minister 
of Defence, an official state- 
ment said. 


STOCKHOLM. July 15 CR). 
— Queen Silvia of Sweden has 
had the first baby horn to a 
reigning monarch in this coun- 
try since 1799, a girl who will 
be called Princess Victoria. 

The baby, who weighed 3.25 
kgs. was bum last night to the 
33-year-old German-born queen 
in the Karolinska Hospital. 
Mother and daughter are doing 
well. 

King Carl Gustnf. 31, who 
was present at the birth of the 
royal couple’s first child, to- 
day told the cabinet his daugh- 
ter would be named Victoria 
Ingrid Alice Desiree and will 
be called Princess Victoria. 

Princess Victoria cannot in- 
herit the Swedish throne under 
the present Constitution, which 
specifies that the succession 
can only go to male descend- 
ants of Jean Baptiste Bemadot- 
te, the French marshal who 
founded the present dynasty 
in 1810. 

But parliament recently au- 
thorised a study on the pos- 
sibility of changing the Consti- 
tution so that the flrst-bom 
child can become head of ’ 
state regardless of sex. or al- 


ternatively that a princess Caa 
assume the throne if there is 
no male heir. 

If approved by twu parlia- 
ments with full-ierm elections 
between, such a change could 
take effect m» earlier than aut- 
umn 1979 

Prime Minister Thnrbjoern 
Faelldin was one of four uffi- 
cial witnesses who this morn- 
ing visited the Royal Palace 
and certified the birth of Prm- 
cess Victoria. 

Cannons in Stockholm har- 
bour across from the palace, 
fired a 31 -gun salute in her 
honour.

MANILA. July 15 (R). — 
Stalled peace talks between 
the Philippines government and 
Moslem insurgents may resu- 
me following the return to 
Manila of the rebels' chief ne- 
gotiator, informed sources 
said today.

April amid mutual accusations 
of bad faith and revived fe- 
ars that fighting might resume 
in the five-year-old rebellion 
of the Mnro National Libera- 
tion Front (MNI.F) in the so- 
uthern Philippines. A cease- 
fire has been in force since 
fast December. 

Senior MNLF representative. 
Dr. Tham Manjonrsa. reappear- 
ed in Manila two days ago. 

The front is seeking regional 
autonomy in the south of the 
mainly-Christian country. 

The Conference of Islamic 
Nations had mandated four of 
its members - - the Libyan 
Jamahariyah. Somalia, Senegal 
and Saudi Arabia - - to try to 
revive the negotiations. 

Dr. Manjoorsa declined to 
comment but a spokesman for 
him s aid the MNLF welcomed 
the conference's initiative. 

He said the front was “now

Careless flying in contravention of standing orders, thus endan- 
gering life, and conducting a briefing in which he issued orders 
to his pilots that were against standing orders.

Mrs. Sirimavo Bandaranaike faces 
Sri Lankan voters next Thursday 


COLOMBO, July 15 (AFP). 
Election campaigning in Sri 
Lanka has entered its final sta- 
ge with only one more week to 
go for the July 21 polls. 

The "big guns” of the vari- 
ous political parties are firing 
their finai salvos in an effort 
to sway (he still uncommitted 
voter. 

About 7 50 candidates from 
nine recognised political parti- 
es and an unprecedented num- 
ber of independents (about 
270) have entered the fray for 
the 168-member parliament. 

The battle for power is, how- 
ever, between Prime Minister 
Mrs. Sirmavo Band arena ike’s 
Sri Lanka Freedom Party 
(SLFP) with 146 candidates 
and Mr. J. R. Jayewardene's 
United National Parry (U NP) 
with 154. 

The other major force is the 
United Left Front (ULF) com- 
promising the Troiskyite Lanka 
Sama Samaja Party, the Com- 
munist Party and the People's 
Democratic Party ( a break- 
away group from the SLFP) 
which has 130 candidates. 

The Tamil United Liberation 
Front (TULF). which is de- 
manding a separate state for 
the minority Tamils, is fighting 
for 14 seats in the northern 
and eastern provinces where 
Tamil-speaking people predo- 
minate. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike, 61, who 
has ruled Sri Lanka for 12 
years -- longer than any pre- 
vious prime minister - - has 
been flitting from one election 
rally to another by helicopter 
and by car during the past few 
weeks in n bid to return to 
power for a third term

Her party is contesting this 
time without an electoral al- 
liance with any left party and 
observers point out that it has 
never yet come to power on 
its own. 

Mr. Jayewardena, 70, who 
has attempted to give a new 
socialist image to the UNP 
which had the reputation of 
being a party of the wealthy, 
has also been criss-crossing 
the country addressing several 
rallies a day. 

He has appealed to the pe- 
ople to give him a chance to 
rid the country of what he des- 
cribes as the incompetent and 
corrupt government of Mrs. 
Bandaranaike and to solve the 
count ry's problems. 

He has predicted that Mrs. 
Bandaranaike and her son 
Anura (who is contesting a 
seat) will suffer the same fate 
as Mrs. Indira Gandhi and her 
son Sanjay in India. 

The leaders of the United 
Left From have told the pe- 
that the '’musical chairs" 


played by the SLFP and the 
UNP during the past 30 years, 
ruling the country alternately, 
have not helped to solve the 
problems and that the left fro- 
nt alone is capable of estab- 
lishing a truly socialist society 
and bringing relief to the pe- 
ople. 

The voter, however, seems 
to be more concerned with the 
every-day problems facing him 
such as the skyrocketing cost 
of living, the scarcity of essen- 
tial goods and the growing un- 
employment. 

In the event of the UNP nor 
getting a clear majority, Mrs. 
Bandaranaike herself would try 
to woo the Tamils and her 
erstwhile friends in the left 
front in a bid to form a coali- 
tion government. 

The Tamil party has clearly 
said it would not be satisfied 
with anything less than a se- 
parate state which neither the 
UNP nor the SLFP is prepar- 
ed to grant. Observers say the 
Tamils might however agree to 
prop up whichever party is 
prepared to grant them sub- 
stantial concessions with re- 
gard to their grievances relat- 
ing to their language, religion, 
education and employment 
opportunities. The United. Left 
Front, which will have no de- 
alings with the UNP. because 
it still considers it “imperia- 
list and reactionary”, has also 
said it will have to truck with 
the SLFP as long as Mrs. 
Bandaranaike and the others 
in the “rig hi wing" of her party 
are still there. 

Observers, however, believe 
that in the event of the UNP 
not getting a majority to form 
a government, the left front 
might consider joining Mrs. 
Bandaranaike out of political 
njcpediency
